Objectives and Proposal

To maintain and operate clandestine radio facilities for regular broad-
casts to Albania to keep alive a spirit of passive resistance to inter-
national Communism and hope for eventual freedom, to stimulate popular
pressure on the Communist Regime, and to reduce USSR influence over
Albania.

4. Accomplishments and Effectiveness 

During 1956 the radio, voice of Free Albania, broadcast a 16 minute
program four times .daily over two different frequencies simultaneously.
About three new programs were written every week. Each program, was
repeated one or mare times totaling about 185 hours of broadcasting
time per month. With the Polish and Hungarian revolts, special "random"
daily broadcasts increased the broadcast time to about 220 hours per
month. The themes have become less militant anti-Communist, and the
attacks on Communist personalities have given way to reasoned refutation
of the failure of Albanian COMMMUiSM with concrete examples of such
failure throughout the world and especially in Albania. The main theme
has been the "pressure from below" campaign wherein we try to convince
the Albanian people they should use non violent legal and united methods
to force concessions from the regime. Monitoring reports indicate the
programs are clearly audible in Albania. The refugee evaluations of
VOFA have been highly favorable during 1956 and it has been Attacked
several times recently by the Albanian regime.

A National Communist type radio program "Radio Socialist Albania," has
been established aimed at medium and lower level Communist party and
government officials. The output purports to come from Socialists and
Communists who disillusioned with the present regime, have fled their
homeland. To implement this new radio, additional contract personnel
have been acquired.
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5. Plans

Our major psychological effort will go into radio propaganda because
of the highly favorable information received from refugees that the
number of radios in use and on sale in Albania has increased consider-
ably during the last year. The sunspots will be at an optimum phase
during 1957 insuring continued good reception of transmissions into
Aabania. Further, it is not expected that mass leaflet activity
be possible or desirable in the near future.

The need for adequate support for uRadio Socialist Albania" may mean
that VOFA scripts and air time will have to be curtailed somewhat.
VOFA will continue to be anti-Communist in nature but at the same time
it will give greater emphasis to the line which permits us to notify
the Albanian Oommnnists that we are not opposed to their continuance
in power provided certain objectionable policies are abolished. The
"pressure from below" theme will continue, but emphasis will be on
peaceful and evolutionary means of obtaining concessions.
